PINE CREEK CAMP, 29/31 Jan . 

Members enjoyed this week-end camp just as much as the Easter camp on the 
same site three years ago. IWenty five made up the party this time, and they 
enjoyed activities ranging from swimming and under-water pursuits to scrambling 
over Cape Bernier in search of rock formations, bird-observing and botany. 

Birds were not very plentiful, but a good list of species was conpiled. 

We tend to think of Black Jays (Ciu^wongs) as birds of high altitudes, but we 
found them almost at sea level on the south side of Cape Bernier where there 
seems to be a permanent colony. A Grey Fantail's nest with two newly-hatched 
young was foiand over-hanging the beach and a long way from fresh water. 

Satin Flycatchers were very numerous. 

Very few plants were in flower, but one of these was the rather uncommon 
Duck Orchid (Cryptostylio subulata).

EXHIBITS AND OBSERVATIONS 

Above all others the function of a field naturalist is 
to keep his eyes open to observe what is happening around 
him when he is out in the bush, or even in the garden or on 
his way to work. Man has to learn to see in the first year 
or two of his life. Then as he grows older he tends to 
ignore most of what ho sees and hears. Have you.stopped to 
listen to the ’’silence'* of the night or really examined a 
square yard of apparently bare ground? It's always rewari- 
ing. And, often, what seems at first to be a trivial ob¬ 
servation may lead to useful further points of interest. 

Sc we do like to hear your observations at meetings 
and to see the exhibits you bring. 

AN APPRECIATIOH 

This Club has been fortunate over the 60 odd years of 
its existence in having had many members who worked tire¬ 
lessly and faithfully for the Club in whatever direction 
their particular talents lay.

YCUR COMMITTEE ’ .... 

Following on Mr. M. Hurburgh’s report to the Club 
or. the activities of the Federation of Field Naturalist 
Clubs, y-our Committee has discussed these points in some 
detail. It recommends that our Club support the Feder¬ 
ation’s, wish to have a reserve of coastal heath and 
sand dune declared, as most of our National Parks are 
in montane and alpine areas and it is felt that preserv- 
vation of a variety of natural habitats should be one 
of the overall aims. Before supporting the Federation’s 
suggestion of a campaign to have the Walls of Jerusalem 
area declared as a reserve, or that ^ore money should 
be spent on l^ational Parks, the Committee feels that an 
^•ll-embracin^-g case for selection of reserves and parks 
with maximum conservation possibilities should be made 
out. The Committee supports the suggestion that road¬ 
side trees in Epping Forest be preserved, and that the 
Federation should have a representative on the Cradle 
Mountain-Lake St. Clair National Park Board. 
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PLACE OF MEETIIIG 


Your Committee has also considered suggestions 
from Club members th^t possibilities of informal 
discussion and friendly chat would be improved if a 
cup of tea could be provided after the meeting. 

This would not be possible at the Royal Society’s 
Room, and movement there is limited by the seating 
arrangements. Also the 10 o’clock closing rule often 
means an abrupt end to the meeting. 

Other meeting places have therefore been con¬ 
sidered but lack of a central situation and conse¬ 
quent t.ra-hspo.'rt rpnoblens for those without cars pose 
more problems. Also, the Club was originally 
formed as an offshoot of the Royal Society and there 
are many advantages in continuing to hold meetings 
within the Museum. 

The Committee would like expressions of opinion 
from members on these points and it is proposed to 
discuss them at the next general meeting.
